l.\ (AMENDED) An accommodating intraocular lens for implantation in an 
eye having an bfttical axis, said lens comprising: 

an anterior portion comprised of a viewing element, said anterior viewing element 
comprised of an optic Raying a refractive portion with a refractive power of less than 55 
diopters; 

a posterior portion comprised of a viewing element; 
said lens having an optica^axis which is adapted to be substantially coincident 
with the optical axis of the eye upon implantation of said lens;
